[It cannot, of course. be pretendec | that all this is satis-- 


factory. An examination of conditions, however, shows 
that this unsatisfactory state of things is, in practically 
every case, due to difficulties which are either transitory 
or, in any event, by no means insurmountable. The two 
inain problems are clearly lack of capital and lack of pop- 
ulation, and these must be very largely attributed to the 
war conditions of the last four and.a half years. The 
same is true in regard to the stagnation of the meat trade 
out of Port Darwin, where for some time past it has been 
tound impossible to secure cargo space. As to the lack 
of capital, however, whilst the war accounts for a certain 
amount of the shortage, another reason for the hesitancy 
of tle capitalist is the experimental nature of the exploita- 
tion which is now being carried on. This is especially true 
in the case of agriculture. As a former report of the Ad- 
iinistrator made clear, the tropreal nature of the country, 
hitherto undeveloped by whites, or even by native inhabi- 
tants, has emphasized the need for experimental farms. 
These are the more necessary because the usual tropical 
products, notably cotton, cannot be profitably 
owing to the lack of cheap labor. The line of development 
lies, it is thought, in the direction of such cultures as call 
for special treatment, and where labor-saving devices may 
be extensively emploved. Experimental work has already 
been done by the government on two important demon- 
stration farms, and it cannot be doubted that, as the 
various possibilities become better proved and_ better 
known, capital will be attracted, in due course, to the 
development of the country. The population problem 1s 
likely to be solved at the same time and for the same 
reasons. 

The summung up of the matter, indeed, seems to be that 
the Northern Territory is only at the very beginning ot 
its history; that there is a very great deal of preliminary 
vork to be done betore returns can, or should, be ex- 
pected; that the last five vears cannot be taken as a fair 
test of the possibilities of any country; and that it may

HOLLAND, resunnng plans interrupted by the war, 
will now proceed to drain the Zuyder Zee, but she will 
hardly restore the primeval forest that once surrounded 
the lake that the Romans called Flivo, and from which 
the Zuyder Zee came. Originally this famous sheet of 
water was a by-product of engineering. The Romans, 
improving local geography for their own purposes. 
diverted a part of the Rhine into the Yssel, which carried 
it to Lake Flivo, overflowed the lake, eventually up- 
rooted the trees, and made the great swamp that was con- 
nected with the ocean by the encroachment of the North 
Sea over the neighboring sand dunes in the Thirteenth 
Century. The recovery of this long-submerged land will 
again be the product of engineering, with one particularly 
odd result; Towns that grew up on the Zuyvder Zee, in 
the days when Holland was a commercial power, will 
become inland places famous for their maritime history. 


\\ HETHER or not one knows just what a musical critic 
means when he says that a composer combines the con- 
trapuntal complexity of Reger with the naive charm of 
[lumperdinck, the 1dea that the contrapuntist has com- 
posed charmingly about teddy bears, calico cats, and toy 
soldiers is attractive, and a temptation to hear how he has .
